county.

grain crops throughout the state look 
promising. 


Range feed is fairly good in all sec- 


tions and stock of all kinds are doing 
well.

out well in all districts.

towers had been reproduced

city side of the gate were the Lore 
Mayor and the coucil in their scarle 
lobes, the mace bearers in blue and 
silver and several hundreds of repre- 
sentative citizens of Dublin, who were 
provided with seats on stands.

as a guard of honor, while behind them 
were cordon-s of police and militia.

casion of this, his first visit to tire 
Erne ral Isle since he ascended the

Shortly before the arrival o) 


the royal party the pursuivant-at-arms 
wearing a gorgeous cape of royal her- 
aldry, galloped up to the Lord Mayor 
and asked permission for the entrance 
of the king and queen. Gravely and in 
quaintly word? J terms of com tesy the 
Lord Mayor gi anted the request. Back 
galloped the pursuivant-at-arms, the 
gate banging behind him, the whole 
scene being a counterpart of a six- 
teenth century play. 


Then from the lampaits of the gate 


came a fanfare of trumpets. The roy- 
al party was in sight. Out upon a 
scarlet cloth, stepped Lord Mayor Har- 
rison and the members of the mun- 
icipal corpoiatlon, the same who had 
refused to vote the king an address 
of welcome, Their robes glowing in the 
sunshine and their wands and maces' 
flashed brilliantly.

swung open and in rode the advance 
gruard of the royal cortege 
A squad 


of Life Guards preceded the royal car- 
riage arid 
their 
brilliant 
uniforms 


evoked loud applaud from the specta- 
tors. The first carriage contained the 
home secretary and other members 
of the king's party, accompanied by 
membeis of the court and attended by 
mounted eqeurries Finally, amid al- 
most toerfect silence, save for the 
echo of cheers and cries of "God save 
the king-," fiom outside the city limits 
came the 
i oyal couple. 
During thre 


five minutes when the king was oc- 
cupied with the ceremonies at the 
gate there was scarcely a lull in the 
loud cheering of the crowds. 
Fre- 


quently his Majesty nodded. In fact, 
he scarcely ceased nodding during the 
entire nine mile drive through 
the 


streets of Dublin to the Castle.

caused many inquiries as to the de- 
tails of the trip on the part of mining 
men, who are simply waiting for the 
weather to cool off before visiting that 
section In person, and have suggested 
the Idea of a short sketch of the trip 
referred to. 


How to Get Started 


ITie -writer, accompanied 
by one 


man, left Salt Lake on the evening of 
April 17th over the Oregon Short Line 
to Calientes, a distance of 376 miles. 
"We purchased our outfit down to ev- 
erything- but horses here and had 
It 


shipped to that point. Included In the 
outfit is as a good substantial spring- 
wagon with a cany-all top to it, which 
we found to be incomparably superior 
to any buckboard ever made for sev- 
eral leasons. It kept oft a cold, driz- 
zling rain for the first two or three 
da>s; it was a splendid protection' 
against the lays of the sun, -v, hlch 
even then weie sufficiently strong- to 
prove uncomfortable, and it kept the 
body of the wagon sufficiently 
high 


above the ground to save us from the 
clouds of dust that would arise as we 
drove along, with frequently four 
or 


five spokes in the sand. 


Break for the Desert 


At Calientes we purchased horses, 


loaded oar 700 pounds of 
stuff 
on 


board, and started foi th over as fine 
a sttetch of desert nearly 200 miles 
long as there is in the country. We 
followed for much of the way the sur- 
vey for the new raihoad, which, by the 
way, is along the old Mormon trail, 
used by the pioneers of the early fif- 
ties in going to and returning from 
southern California. 
Calientes is the 


station through which communication 
is had \vith Pioche, which lies thirty 
miles north, and which is taking on 
new life, with every prospect of rival- 
Ing Its former prosperous days 
Fur- 


ther below a power plant is connect- 
ing the famous camp of De Lamar 
with the new road. 


Meadow Valley Wash 


Calientes lies at 
the head of the 


Meadow Valley wash. The first ranch 
we came to was Carson's, twelve miles 
away, and 
then 
Kiernan's, 
fifteen 


miles further on, the latter one of the 
prettiest places in Nevada, lying deep 
down in the canyon, where even the 
fruit trees were in bloom. Near heie 
are some very pxomising copper pros- 
pects which 
v.111 bear examination. 


Seventeen miles further on are what 
Is 
known 
as 
the 
"Pockets," 
and 


nineteen miles beyond we came to 
Cain Springs, neither of which were 
very interesting, and thirteen miles 
still further on we reached Moappa, on 
what has been very improperly called 
the "Muddy." It is in fact one of the 
headwaters of the Virgin river and 1, 
as clear as crystal. It lies in quite a 


they did. 


A Garden Spot 


At present it is a garden spot, and 


anything that will 
grow in 
semi- 


tropical climates will reach perfection 
'here. 
It will undoubtedly become an 


Important station on the new system, 
and with the expenditure of money 
may be made into a resort which it 
will be pleasant to visit, especially on 
account of the hot springs, which are 
believed to have medicinal properties. 


Road Needs Little 


From the Vegas ranch to Cotton- 


wood is twenty-one miles, and from

hindered by anything of this kind and 
will be reopened when the railroad 


large valley and the stream is of suf- 
ficient size to admit of its use for irri- 
gation purposes In the valley.

Many Marks and Brands 


In driving down through the canyon 


we had observed many curious in- 
scriptions of birds, snakes, animals

which no doubt meant something, but 
there was one which stood out in bold 
relief and was In classic "American." 
It had been painted on an immense 
rock by some -weary and disgusted 
traveler, and it read as follows: "This 
is the longest, the driest and 
thv; 


damndest wash on earth." He could 
not have stated It better—it Is. 


Oasis in the Desert 


At Moappa the survey crosses the 


Muddy, and the first stop is at the 
Desert well, twe-nty-one miles west, 
very properly named, because it is In a 
desert and the water is so filled with 
gypsum as to be unfit for cooking 
pxrrposes even, and no self-respecting 
horse will drink it unless he is ver> 
thirsty. From the Desert west to Las 
Vegas is twenty-six miles, which is a 
veritable oasis in this desert. It con- 
sists of several thousand acres, -with a 
great abundance of -water for irri- 
gating and other purposes, and be- 
longs to Senator Clark. 


Mormons Were Here 


It has a history, too. When it was a 


trackless waste the eaily Mormon set- 
tlers came across It and planted it 
with cottonwood trees, which 
hav.- 


grown to enormous size. 
They set 


out vineyards and 
fruit trees ana 


made it blossom like the rose, and 
they constructed a baptismal fount, 


a cyamcle plant a -few miles further 


j down the valley, and Is at present talc- 


ing- out about ?1000 a day. 


The estate of 
the late Allen G. 


Campbell, who took several millions 
out of Utah mines, owns thirty-eight 
patented mines in this distiict. 
Mr. 


Campbell, who was an experienced and 
careful miner, regarded this property 
as one of the best on his assets. 
is said that Frank Knox, a Salt Lake 
banker, and G. S. Holmes, the well- 
known hotel man, have i an option on 
these claims, and that capitalists are 
to look them over at an early flay. 
Mr. Campbell leg-aided these claim* 
so highly that he fixed a high price 
for them In his. will, which they must 
bring or iie In statu quo until 
his 


youngest heir reaches the age of 21 
years. 


Silver and Copper 


There are many other lead, silver 


and copper properties in this district 
of 
such a promising character 
that 


they need only the advent of the rail- 
road with reasonable transportation to 
make this a lively place. In the past 
many shipments have been made from 
this vicinity, but the rates for haul- 
ling-, transportation 
amd 
treatment 


were so high that It required excep- 
tionally rich ore to permit of its ship- 
ment, and yet many shipments were 
made. There is already an abundance 
of water here, which with development 
may be materially increased. 


Castle in the Air 


A reduction plant erected by a vis- 


ionary a few years ago at an expense 
of $100,000 is also here in excellent 
condition, which requires the expendi- 
ture of only a few thousand dollars to 
transform it into a first-class concen- 
trating plant. It is owned by a Los 
Angeles syndicate, which acquired it 
under sale by execution. 
They also 


have fifteen or more very promising 
looking claims in addition to it.

kind of grass called "Zacotone," which 
was said to denote the proximity of 
water, and sank a well and found it at 
less than fifteen feet. 
It still con- 


tinues to be the principal source of 
supply for the miners in the district, 
although other wells have been sunk 
and water found at depths varying 
from twelve to twenty feet. 
A five- 


stamp mill was operated here for a 
time by Los Angeles parties and then 
taken away. 


Turquoise Mines 


Sugar Loaf Peak has a wider and 


ti?TJ(a.r more interesting- significance 
thaW simply being 
the conspicuous 


landmark it is. It is here that the fa- 
mous turquoise mines 
are situated, 


which were discovered during the pe- 
riod of inaction following the collapse 
of the district when the Legal Tender 
mill was taken away. 
It was some 


time during 1896 that George Sim- 
mons, a nervy man from Texas, who 
had spent many years mining and 
prospecting in Arizona, Nevada 
and 


California with varied success, was 
hunting for the "golden fleece" and 
whilep respecting on the slope of Su- 
gar Loaf Peak about thiee miles east 
of Grossman's spring found a peculiar- 
ly stained piece of quartz which when 
shown some of the other prospectors 
they pronounced copper and of no par- 
ticular value. 
Mr. Simmons was not 


satisfied with their conclusion and put 
the specimen in his pocket and thought 
over it. 
The more he thought about 


it and the more he examined it the 
more puzzled he was over It. 
He was 


sure it wasn't copper. 
After thinking 


about it and dreaming over It he came 
to the conclusion that he had seen 
something similar in the Burro moun- 
tains In New Mexico some years before 
which proved to be turquoise. 


Long, Weary Hunt 


Then he began a long and weary and 


often heartbreaking search for more 
of it, and 
it was not 
until eight 


months after ward that the discovered 
what is probably the largest and most 
valuable 
turquoise 
deposit 
in 
the 


world. 


Worked Centuries Ago 


It was found upon developing the 


property that it had been worked cen- 
turies ago, but by whom must ever re- 
main a mystery. 
Stone hammers and 


slabs of stone were found, and imbed- 
ded in the volcanic ash in which the 
gems occurred were found pieces of 
charcoal, showing that the mining had 
been done by [he. There are evidences 
that the mine was worked, then aban- 
doned and the tools thrown in and cov- 
ered up with debris. 


Worked by the Aztecs 


In all probability the 
mine was 


worked by the Toltecs or Aztecs at a 
time when precious stones were the 
craze, as gold is at the present time. 
After many vicissitudes Mr. Simmons 
organised the Toltec Gem Mining com- 
pany, in which are prominently inter- 
ested besides himself the well-known 
firm of Charles F. "Wood & Co. of No. 
1 Maiden Lane, New York, and John 
Lainont, a well-knosvn lapidary. One 
gem of sixty-eight carats was sold to 
a prominent New Yorker for $1000. 
This company practically controls the 
output of turquoise in this country and 
fixes the price. 


Future Mining Camp 


"We camped at Grossman's spring in 


the Crescent district for several weeks, 
and saw evidences of a promising fu- 
ture mining camp. 
Several properties 


are being developed and their surface 
showings are said to be better than 
were those at Searchlight, fifteen miles 
away, and in one of which—the Quar- 
tet—$1000 ore was found on the 600- 
foot level a day or two before the sen- 
seless strike closed down the camp 
and stopped the chopping of 
sixty 


stamps. 


While the Sun Shines 


It was no picnic to remain in 
the 


rays of the sun from 5 o'clock in the 
morning until it sank in the west at 8 
in the evening, without a particle of 
sha.de to get under except a tunnel 
now and then, and it required a cop- 
per-lined stomach to drink the water 
which was good enough, except for 
the fact that almost daily a gangaroo 
rat, bloated and swollen, would 
be 


pulled out of the well. 


The Total Distance 


As near as could be ascertained, the 


distance from Ivanpah station to Dag- 
gett is about 100 miles, and from Dag- 
gett to Los Angeles 160 miles, making 
the total distance from Salt Lake to 
Los Angeles in the neighborhood of 
732 miles.
